Taxation problems started early 
in America acoording to Hervey 
M. Pprter, a member of the gov- 
erning committee of the Los An- 
Realty Board, who spoke be- 
the real-estate class of the 
University of Southern California 
last meeting on the subject 
of “Taxation.” “As far back as 
the Massachusetts Bay colo- 
ny had difficulties in assigning the 
between the 


merchants and those who tilled 
the s@il,” said Mr. Porter. 

“In| the early days the settlers 
felt that the men who were sell- 
ing merchandise were not paying 
as mech as they should in com- 
parisan with the owhers of crops," 
he continued. “And in that time 
everyone was supposed to be 100 
per cent honest.” 

Mr. Porter pointed out the situ- 
ation here at home where there 
is a tax on more than a Dillion 
dollars of real property as against 
the tax on personal property of 


$276,000,000 or 26 per cent of the 
first. In New York City the tax on 
personal property is only 6 per 
cent of the total,” he added. 

“The tax experts are agreed that 
the tendency toward taxing in- 
comes of various kinds is advis- 
able,” he asserted. “France and 
Germany are ahead of us in that 
respect. Another point is that the 
tax-collecting machinery of the na- 
tional, State, county and city gov- 
ernments should be merged to re- 
duce expense and to increase the 
effectiveness of the departments. 
With these two goals reached the 
American people would be much 
better satisfied with their taxation 
system, 

“In California the taxes in 1872 
were on §220,00,000 of personal 
property while in 1880 the amount 
had shrunk to $174.000,000 and in 
1887 this source of taxation had 
decreased to the $164,000,000 
mark. It tis self-evident that this 
eondition is not as it should have 
been. 

At the conclusion of the lecture 
many questions were asked by the 
sixty students of Mr. Porter re- 
garding the various features of his 
lecture. He traced the subject from 
its earliest history to the present 
time and gave the class the under- 
lying theories of taxation in its 
various forms.

The Gorilla 


4617 IS of more importance to juuge the 

gorilla correctly than any other an- 
mal, for he is unquestionably the nearest 
akin to man.” This is the position taken 
by Carl E. Akeley, the naturalist, in an ar- 
ticle which tells ot his observations of the 
gorilia’s habit in the mountains of the 
Lake Kiva region of the eastern border of 
the Belgian Congo, in Central Africa, 
whether he had gone to gather data and 
materials for the gorilla exhibit in the fa- 
mous African Hall of the Museum of 
Natural History in New York. He writes, 
in the World's Work: 

“Most scientists agree that man and the 
gorilla had common, or at any rate, simi- 
lar ancestors. Since that time man passed 
through the dawn of intelligence and de- 
veloped the power to reason and to speak. 
But how he developed these powers, no one 
knows. The gorilla has not these powers, 
but he has so many other likenesses to man 
that there is no telling how near he is to 
the dawn of intelligence.” 

That the gorilla of the family of the apes 
once lived in trees is attested; Mr. Akeley 
points out, by “the length, size and strength

Those who dv 
manual labor, and women whic do their own 
housework, get enough exercise in their 
daily round, if it is not too monotonous. 
Sedentary persons should walk a few mile 
every day and take a few minutes’ exer. 
cise for the upper part of the body on ris. 
ing. also, if they have an opportunity, once 
or twice during the day, being careful noi 
to exercise when they are tired.

W indow-Dressing in 
Paris a Fine Art 


HERE is nothing which shows so well 

how Paris is working as a visit to the 
Shops. There are tens of thousands of 
stores. all full of goods and all busy, and 
outside on the streets are tables piled high 
with bargains. and customers pushing and 
scrambling to buy. The store windows are 
a museum of fine stuffs, novelties and new 
creations, and some tiny shops have win- 
dow displays worth a fortune. I stopped 
this afternoon on a fashionable street be- 
fore a store not much bigger than a piano 
belle Whose little window contained a show 
of wrist watches such as I venture to say, 
you cannot find in New York or Chicago. 
Behind the plate glass against a back 
ground of black velvet were scores of wrist 
watches, each as small as a postage stamp 
and many but little thicker. One, the size 
of my thumbnail. had a face of platinum 
encircled with diamonds. and the bracelet 
to which it was fastened was of pearls ex- 
guisitely set. Had | a sweetheart | woulda 
have walked to Berlin to buy it. 

Other watches were fastened to ribbons 
of’silk. Some were set in pearis, and some 
hung on bracelets decorated with diamonds. 
In a store window farther on I saw a col- 
lection of nothing but cigarette cases, gold 
and silver and diamond strewn, and in 
another, that of a famous dressmaker, was 
a doll dressed as a model. It represented 
a new costume; and the face was so artisti- 
cally cut that the doll might bold an hon- 
ored place in almost any museum.

There are quite as many young 
beards as old ones, and I have middle-aged 
clerks waiting on me who look as though 
they had never been shaved. I like to 
study the whiskers. They are beautifully 
combed and now and then parted in the 
middie. Thousands of men wear mustaches, 
and some much. fierce-looking ones they 
make me think of Porthos or D’Artagnan 
insulted and ready to fight.

POMONA.—Roscoe Hoover, 


member of 
Hoover Brothers, poultry and pigeon fan- 
ciers of this city, recently gave an interest- 
ing talk before the Pomona Historical So- 
ciety on the part that homing pigeons, like 
those exhibited at the Los Angeles County 
Fair last month, played in the World War.

Highest cotton prices of the and 
highest cattle prices in two — 1 were 
the outstanding features of the agricultural 
situatiog during October, the United States 
Department of Agriculture reports im its 
monthly agricultural review.

Beginning March 31, 1923, requirements 
for admission to advanced registry in the 
Holstein-Friesian Association will be high- 
er. Under the new standard a heifer two 
years of age or under on seven-day test 
must produce ten pounds of butter fat, 
which increases two pounds per year up to 
and after five years of age, when the re 
quirement will be sixteen pounds in a week, 
replacing the former requirement of twelve 
pounds of fat for a full aged cow. On 
yearly test a heifer two years or under 
must produce 318 pounds fat, which amount 
is increased 54 pounds per year up to five 
years or over, when the requirement is 
480 pounds fat in 365 days, as against the 
old standard of 360 pounds for a full aged 
cow. As a means of breed improvement it 
was found necessary to raise the require- 
ments for advanced registry, it is ex- 
plained. 


The annual statistical report of the Call 
fornia Department of Agriculture for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1922, is now 
completed and indicates an increase of but- 
ter fat produced in the State over last year 
of 5,250,000 pounds, bringing the total pro- 
duction to over 105,000,000 pounds and the 
wholesale value of the dairy products mauu- 
factured therefrom to almost $190,000,000. 
The report also shows an increased pro- 
duction of market milk, butter, ice cream 
and evaporated mik. The production of 
cheese has decreased, probably because the 
producers of the lower grades of this prod- 
uct have found it more economical to con- 
vert their creau into butter. This should 
mean an improvement in the general aver- 
age of California cheese. The quality of 
butter produced in the State appears to be 
generally improved.

ting, for the leaves are not bruised, as in 
the former method. 

Aker the plants are cut they are trimmed. 
The dead leaves are removed, as they will 
atart decay in transit. Local growers are 
negligent in trimming, but as this operation 
is an expensive one, there is some excuse. 

Washington spinach for long-distance 
shipments is condemned, as it is likely to 
crease 


in decay. 

Cannery spinach is hauled from the fields 
in open wagons, or packed loosely in field 
crates. Bruising does not constitute @ 

menace to the cannery product. 

The soft rot of spingch, an important 
decay, is caused by bacteria, which gain 
entrance at points where the tissues of the 
leaves and stems have been bruised; and 
in many instances where the tie band has 
been drawn too tight. It is also a result 
of the attacks of the Leaf Soot, oricinatin« 
im the fields. Im order to reduce the losses 
from decay. it is necessary to avoid me- 
chanical” injuries, to trim carefully, and 
throw out badly diseased plants. 

Since the annual acreage of sugar beets 
in California has fallen off, the Leaf Spot. 
a fungus disease, is attacking table beets 
and spinach in the market gardens. It 
reduces the tonnage of sugar beets, and 
(hes more serious damage to table varieties 
and to spinach. Growere of spinach for

Mr. Waite asked for a twenty-four-hour in- 
spection, saying a part-time inspection 
would not answer the While no 
action was taken by the board, it is under- 
stood the members are favorable to the 
proposition and that inspectors will be ap- 
pointed to guard Imperial county's agricul- 
tural and horticultural interests. 

C. D. Hamilton, Supervisor, and A. E. 
Bottel, Horticultural Commissioner, of Riv- 
erside county, were present at the meet- 
ing and seconded Mr. Waite's suggestion, 
pointing out the necessity for such in- 
spection by relating the experiences of their 
own county. 

Inspection of the character proposed by 
Mr. Waite is in practice at the Blythe cross- 
ing and is provided by Riverside and San 
Bernardino counties. The result of inspec 
tion at that point tends to emphasize the 
necessity of exercising the same precau- 
tion and guarding Imperial county against 
the introduction of fSxious weeds and de- 
structive insects. Out of 106,296 cars in- 
spected at Blythe 135 were found to be in- 
fected with dangerous pests, among which 
were the alfalfa weevil, cotton boll weevil, 
corn ear worm and strawberry root weevil.

GROWERS OF SHORT 
STAPLE RECOGNIZED 


PHOENIX, (Ariz.)-—Under pressure, 
there has been surrender of the local de- 
mand that only Pima ple cotton 
shall be grown im the Salt River Valley. 
Already in Operation, just south of the 
Phoenix city limits, is a gin that is handling 
a part of about 4000 acres of short-staple 
grown in the valley this season. The Soutb- 
west Cotton Company, a Goodyear sub- 
sidiary, has bowed to the situation and has 

Just announced that it will accept short 
staple at its Phoenix plant, the largest in 
the valley, and that it will provide facilities” 
for handling the sbort-staple at other plants 
Operated by the company. The Manage 
ment states that this action has been taken 
im view of the apparent fact that a consid- 
erable portion of the cotton acreage for’ 
next season wil] be planted to short-staple 
varieties. It is added that “while at pres- 
ent the differential between short-staple and 
Pima is abnormally low, we firmly believe 
the margin will widen and that, in the long 
run, Pima is the logical and more profitable 
variety to grow.” Vice-President P. W. 
Litchfield of the Goodyear Corporation, 
late visitor in Phoenix, states that his com- 
pany will continue to use Pima quality cot- 
ton im its tires as extensively as ever and 
that the Southwest company will confine 
ite next season's plantings exclusively to 
Pima. The present low price of Pima he 
lays wholly to the influx of Egyptian cotton, 

“attracted by abolition of the 7 cents a pound 
duty in the new tariff bill. 

The addition of thousands of acres of 
short-staple has raised the question of se 
curing, seed, for there has been prohibition 
of seed importation, a méasure directed 
against the southern boll weevil. The State 
Commission of Agriculture and Horticul 
ture, at a meeting attended by many cot- 
ton growers, made announcement of new 
regulations, under which seed may be ad- 
mitted, after proof of thorough vacuum fu- 
migation. There is expectation that the 
Salt River Valley will be districted, to the 
end that only a single cotton variety be 
grown in any one section, thus diminishing 
likelihood of cross-pollination. 


SNAIL CONTROL is 
SUBJECT OF STUDY 


The Los Angeles County tural 
Commissioner's office has recently conduct- 
ed a series of experiments on control of the 
common garden snail in citrus orchards. 
During the past few years, this peat has 
caused considerable damage to both foliage 
and fruit, and it is now present in ap- 
proximately 250 acres of orchard in the 
Downey-Rivera district. The experiments 
conducted included the use of application of 
both liquid and dry material, and also of 
poisoned baits of various sorts. , 

Of the different materials used, the best 
results were obtained from application of 
dry, very finely powdered alum. The snails 
are readily dropped from the tree by this 
means and very satisfactory kills have 
resulted. Applications, including both labor 


and material, cost approximately 15 cents 


per tree, or less, it is reported, according ta, 
the size of trees to be treated. It is im- 
portant that the alum be very finely pow- 
dered. It has been known for years that 
copper sulfate has both a toxic and repel- 
lent effect upon this pest, but there is some 
risk of injury from top spraying with even 
a comparatively dilute solution of this ma- 
terial 


Bands of cloth dipped in copper sulfate 
solution gave excellent results both as a 
repellent and a killing agent. It was also 
observed that trees which had been treated 
with Bordeaux paste were not infested, pro- 
vided the paste had been applied entirely 
around the trunk. It is apparent, the com- 
mission says, that the use of Bordeaux 
paste for this purpose would be more eco- 
nomical, from a labor standpoint at least, 
and probably equally effective. Other er 
periments with dopper sulfate and Bor- 
deaux mixture are under way. 

In the control of the Mediterranean snail 
(Helix pisana,) in San Diego county, A. J. 
Basinger, of the State Department of Agri- 
culture, has obtained kills estimated at from 
95 per cent to 98 per cent from the use of 


_. bran bait poisoned with calcium arsenate, 


in proportions of one part calcium arsenate 
to sixteen parts of bran. This bait 
tried under orchard conditions in the Down- 
ey-Rivera district without kill. It is be 
Meved that the difference in results is at- 
tributable to lack of sufficjent moisture. 
‘ Bqually good results were obtained in San 
Diego with the use of the poisoned bras 
bait on the common garden snail (Helix as- 
perea,) so it is the opinion of the local hor- 
ticeultugal department that those results 
could be duplicated here during the rainy 
season.

forgetting that the ideal ts 
rarely found in nature, and little suspect- 
ing that from their writing will be derived 
the im»ression that no-other soil is fit to 
grow that particular frul:. 

Such questions are as, “Is 
this grape land?” or “Would you call this 
alfgifa land?” or “is this grape-fruit land?” 
Such guestions impress me as being of, 
the calibre as asking, “Will a Ford 
go through a mud-puddie? or “Wirat is the 
best car in wh‘-h to drive to San Diego?” 
Leaving out all those soils which we know 
will not grow grapes or alfalfa, or grape 
fruit, all ‘other soils are to some extent 
soil,” or “alfalfa sofl,” or “grape 
fruit soil.” We do not yet know enough to 
say definitely which of the several :ypes u 
the best adapted to each specific crop. 
With proper handling, any good soil can be 
cropped successfully to a great variety of 
Plants, even to those requiring. radically 
different treatment, and we find the same 
crops thriving upon adverse types of soil. 
Where one man will fail, another will suc- 
ceed, upon the same land, and with the 
Same crops. There is a persona) equation 
in farming, and nowhere is it more in evi- 
dence than in the hghdling of the soil. 

HEAVY VEFSUS LIGHT 
Another problem confronting the farmer 
is that of a choice between a heavy and 
a light soil. The desirability of “soft” 
land has been so steadily forwarded by 
those desiring to concentrate their efforis 
in a few years of vegetable “mining,” or .o 
interest others in that same direction. that 
the greater potential fertility of the heavier 
soils is too frequently sligh.ed. More 
power is called for, and more judgment 
and promptness demanded in the proper 
handling of the so-called “hard” land, while 
the softer soils so quickly respond to any 
tillage, and the results of misuse are so 
much less. Quickly noticeable, that the lat- 
ter are no doubt the safer proposition. 
The former, however, rightly used, will also 
rightly respond and longer endure . 
There is a balance between these ex- 
tremes, which is found in those soils known 
as the “loams.” the same methods of 
tillage, either a sandy or clay soil (soft or 
heavy) cam be, in time, altered to a loamy 
condition, but each approaches that condi- 
tion from an opposite direction and will 
always be’ qualifed as a “sandy-loam” or 
a “clay-loam.” 

Some of the hardest soils in the ImpeSial 
Valley contain a fair proportion of sand. 
there seems to be some cementing material 
in such soils, the sand acting, when the soil 
dries and hardens, much as does the binder- 
sand of mortar. Not long ago a striking 
example of this condition came under ob 
servation. The land in question was an 
alfalfa field. The owner, in narrating the 
course of his operations in this field, men- 


in the valley.“ with the modification, “when 
it is dry.“ In plowing ont a ditch a smal! 
patch of this hard land had defied four head 
of work-stock hitched to a common walking 
plow. But, he says, “When it's wet it's 
all right to handle, and it grows the best 
alfalfa on the ranch.” It was true, for 
wherever patches of this soil appeared, 
the alfalfa was rich and green, and was 
having the better of the fight with Ber 
muda, which was claiming other parts of 
the field. * 

The fact that this farmer knew the land 
that he was farming brings up another 
point. The only real soil expert in this 
valley, or anywhere else, is the farmer who 
knows his own land and his own capacity 
to handle Jt, and who farms accordingly. 
The soil auger ie a handy tool to expedite 
general soil studies, and to investigate 
special problems in irrigation, drainage. 
and tillage, but it may be like the biblical 
horse, “a vain thing for safety.” The plow 
is the only safe gauge of soil conditions 
and changes. 

A summary of the above remarks would 
emphasize these points: ‘ 

in almost all parts of the valley 
we are dealing with soil stratified by nature 
as outlined above or in the process of level- 


ing. 

(2.) A heavy soil is a potentially fertile 

woll and its common disrepute fs often duc 
to recognize that special treatment is re- 
quired to handle it properly. 
(3.) There are very few “one-crop solls.“ 
and those which can be safely designated 
‘as such are, usually those which have been 
reduced to that state as a late resource, 
as upon the rise of the Akalies, or the 
appearance of water t&ble.
